DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: "a segment 
part including a plurality of first honeycomb segments bonded together by a bonding 
material, the plurality of first honeycomb segments having a plurality of through holes 
passing through along an one axis and being separated by partition walls; and a 
plurality of second honeycomb segments arranged in the periphery of the segment part 
in a cross section perpendicular to the one axis, bonded and integrated with the 
segment part, having a plurality of through holes passing through along the one axis 
and being separated by partition walls, wherein a cross sectional area of the first 
honeycomb segments is smaller than the cross sectional area of the second 
honeycomb segments in the cross section perpendicular to the one axis" could not be 
found within prior art.
